The Atlant& contingent was jubilant at 
the result, as Macon had put forth the 
most determined effort of its existence 
toward securing the agricultural society's 
sanction of the fair. 

Atlanta's tad was presented by W. R. 
Joyner, who stated that it needed no 
comment and that he would not make 
@ny speech or argument other than the 
figures themselves and the showing made 
by Atlanta Iast year. 

Atlanta's bid was itemized as follows: 
Agricultural premiums, $12,000; other 
premiums, $13,500; bonus to agricuitural 
society, $5,600; advertising, $6,000; and 
races, $10,000. 

_. (Macon’s bid. which was supported by 

speeches by Mayor (Bridges Smith, A. L. 
Dasher, Felton Hatcher, T. P. Haley, A. 
BE}. Small and Joe Hill Hall, was itemized 
as follows: Premiums, $29,000; bonus for 
agricultural society, $5,000: races and 
horse shows, $12.000. There was no pro- 
vision for advertising.

The 
court signed an order, however. provid- 
ing for the continued operation of the 
mill, pending the anvointment of a trus- 
tee, which is to be made at a meeting 
of the creditors at Union, on March 10. 
During this time the mill will be ope- 
rated under a m@ney agreement, entered 
into by the Union Cotton Mills, ot 
Maine, and the actual contro] and man- 
agement of the property will be in thé 
hands of E. W. Robertson, recently 
elected president at the reorganization 
of the property. 

The hearing of gbe case occupled the 
entire day, with a discussion of the de 
tails affecting the adjudication of the 
mils to be bankrupt. The contention 
of the attorneys was largely over the 
contract between the reorganized com- 
pany and the main corporation.

Judge Speer Talks Sharply to 
Osborne and Says That His 
Court Is Not a Town

Savannah, Ga., February !4.—Major 
Cassius E. Gillette’s testimony was con- 
clude dtoday and the Greene and Gaynor 
trial moved on to other witnesses, not, 
however, before the session had proven 
the most interesting and dramatic that 
has yet been held. 

In the cross-examination of Major Gil- 
lette by Mr. Osborne, for the defense, a 
Sensation was created when the witness 
Plunged into a revelation of .the difficul- 
ties he had encountered in Savannah be- 
cause of the prosecution of Captain 
Oberlin M. Carter, He and his family, he 
intimated, fiad been received but coldly 
and there was a practical ostracism from 
that society which Carter had long 
been a favorite. 

The most dramatic feature of his evi- 
dence developed, however, when he quoted 
a conversation he had had with Mr.

You can go to the Atlanta offices 
of several railway systems and buy 
a ticket that will carry you to the 
Shores of the Pacific Ocean, 
practically any important railroad sta 
tion in the United States, Canada or 
Mexico. 

Whichever route you select will in 
volve your traversing two, three— 
often many more—separate railroads. 
Yet the long slip of pasteboard for 
which you pay your money includes 
coupons that will be recognized by 
the officials of those distinct lines as 
entitling you to a certain amount of 
transportation and—what is vastly 
more important—as a voucher on the 
original selling office for the cost of 
that transportation. 

At stated intervals the 
thus cooperating pass their accumu- 
lated coupons through a process very 
much resembling that employed by 
the separate banks composing a 
clearing house association. Totals 
are run up and checks exchanged to 
cover the balance due the respective 
parties subscribing to the agreement. 

If the railroads did not cooperate 
in this manner, the man on the way 
to San Francisco, or New York, or 
Mexico City would be compelled to 
leave his train at every station mark- 
ing the ending of one system and th 
beginning of another, and purchase a 
ticket over the intervening link—so 
on, indefinitely, missing trains, losing 
sleep, perhaps submitting to arbitrary 
charges—until he reached his jour- 
ney’s end.

The weather today in Atlanta and 
Georgia is likely to be fair and much 
colder, 

The much colder portion of the forecast 
according to Director Marbury is likely 
to mean a drop of some 20 degrees ‘with 
the lowest temperature about freezing or 
around 25 degrees. The drop is certain 
to be felt much more on account of the 
warm weather that has been the lot of 
Atlanta and Georgia for the past tew 


days than it would Otherwise. Yesterday 


was St. Valentine's day and with the 
temperature up to the fifties was ideal 
for lovemaking and the shooting of many 
arrows by Dan Cupid, who is the diminu- 
tive hero worshiped rather than the pat- 
ron saint of the Christian era, whicn 
followed the old pagan observance. 

For a day or two these warm tempera- 
tures have found many Atlantans walk- 
ing about the streets with their over- 
coats discarded and even the shirt waist 
girl was much in evidence.

SELL THE LAND 
TO IMMIGRANTS 


Movement in Putnam County 
To Get Better Class of 
Laborers. 


Eatonton, Ga., February 14.—(Special.) 
The mass meeting called for yesterday 
to consider the question of immigration 
and how to meet the present unsatisfac- 
tory labor conditions, was organized by 
electing Senator G. W. Adams chairman 
and Editor Roy D. Stubbs secretary. The 
facts as collected by Hon. John T. Den- 
nis the past few weeks were laid before 
the meeting, and showed that good, 
thrifty .fatm laborers, either German, 
English, Poles or Slavs could be had. for 
$20 per month and board. The cost of 
transportation from New York aere 
would be $12 per -head., 

Quite a full and interesting discussion 


was had, and, aS a result, a committee 
of five interested persons were appointgd 
to make thorough Investigations as to 
what can be done: First, for the imme- 
diate relief of the present situation: se2- 
ond, for the future permanent solutioa 
of the perplexing conditions; third, io- 
wards getting land owners in the county, 
through a local syndicate, to place on 
the market for sale at least 10 per cant 
of their lands at a@ reasonable price as 
an inducement to the right kind of im- 
migrants to come and invest. It is the 
purpose of the committee to get at least 
20,000 acres to begin with. The com- 
mittee is composed of J. T. Dennis, W. 
Denham, B. A, Moseley, W. F. Jenkins 
and W. M. Gregory. 

AS soon as the committee is prepared 
to make a report another meeting will 
be held. Those at the head of the move- 
ment are determined to do everyth'ng 
possible to bring about good results. 

It developed in the meeting that from 
2,000 to 3,000 negroes had left the coun- 
ty within the past few years, and that 
this scarcity of labor, creating such a 
demand, placed the remnant of negro la- 
borers still remaining in the county .n a 
position where they are the masters of 
the situation; in other words, where they 
will not be controlled. 

Numbers of farmers there are who have 
no labor at all. Some have sold their 
stock, and expect to let their lands grow 
up in weeds. Few, if any, have any- 
thing like a sufficiency of labor. The 
time has come for action. and the far'n- 
ers are moving with a determination un- 
known before.
